9: To see if the town will take any action with 
regard to the delivery of blank inventories. 

10. To see how much the town will vote to raise 
to grade and oil the road from Ernest Bailey’s to Harry 
Bailey’s mill through Enfield Center, or to act thereon. 

11. Tosee if the town will vote to raise $2,700.00 
to pay on the town debt, or act thereon. 

12. To see if the town will vote to raise 
$2,000 oo for street lights for the ensuing year, or act 
thereon. 


13. Tosee if the town will vote to instruct the 
Selectmen to hire a Police Officer, or Police Officers, 


for the ensuing year and raise money for the same.
